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"I do indeed remember his association with you in years past and how 
much he admired your thoroughness and dedication in bringing the true 
facts to the public. 1 know Bill would be pleased with your success and 
very proud to know that you had been honored for your contribution. I 
wanted to personally write you and congratulate you as I know Bill would 
have done if he were here." 

She concluded with "again congratulations." I particularly like her saying 
my work "is important if it teaches future generations to pay attention." 

Most of those I have known as "critics" are not of the left and they 
include some of the most conservative people I have ever known. 

It is only a political hardhead of the right who makes up this kind of 
propaganda. Those who care about their country cover the entire political 
spectrum and in this matter their political beliefs have no relevance at all. 

A Republican Congressman friend, on reading the manuscript of my 
first book, tried to interest the chairman of the judiciary committee, of 
which he was a member, Manny Celler, of New York, in holding hearings on 
the asassination investigation, and when Celler would not, he gave the 
manuscript to A1 Friendly, a managing editor of the Washington Post for 
him to read. Friendly gave it to Larry Stern, then the respected liberal 
reporter on the national desk staff, to read. When I got the triple spaced 
manuscript back two months later. Stern's bookmark was only at page 47.
